Yesterduy afteraoon to o renorter
of The Intelligencer, Mr. R. E. Bur-
risg, of the Burrizss Milling company,
atated that they had turned out some-
tiing over 40 barrels of flour the fi=st
day that the mill had run. Owing
to the fact that some of the belts
on the machinery had to be changed,
the mill wag not in running order un-
ill about 7:30 yesterday morning.

Thirty-five customers had visifed
the mill yesterday allernoon &t 6
e'clock, each of Lliese averaging a
turn of from 3 to G barrels. . Mr.
Burrisg also stated that he had on
hand something ke 450 bushels of
wheat to be ground and that It would
take him until about Tuesday at din-
ner to grind what he now has on
hand.

¢d 13 times before It was made Into
flour, this being dene In order to get
every particle of dirt and dust off so
as to Insure the very best produect.
One of the most notable features of
the cleaning process was a set of mag-
nets which cateh all halls, pins and
other little particle of steel and iron.
